'with them, In fact most radio seri- 
als may be boiled down to the fact 
that boy gets girl, boy loses girl, 
boy gets girl again, they get mar- 
ried, boy loses girl to another 
man, Bang!

From another advertisement for 
Blacksmithing, Horseshoeing and 
Jobbing, we learn that special care 
is given to interfering and over- 
reaching horses” (attention mount- 
ed police.) 

Under For Sale there is a start- 
ling ‘bit of information that “a 
three-tiered farm wagon will be 
“old low.” It does not say anything 
about the fellow ‘that was sitting on 
the third tier when that happened 
...he probably found himself in 
tiers. 

In 1887, men’s clothing was more 
highly advertised in the Townsman 
than women’s. Under Fall Clothing, 
one gentleman announced that he 
had “a lot of last season’s stiff 
Hats” and an “odd lot of Suspend- 
ers closing out at forty-five cents.” 
Bet the town’s men snapped them 
up! The stiff hats were probably 
ideal for football games...there 
were a few onlookers at the Punch- 
ard-Reading game last week who 
would have appreciated one...it 
would have served as a protection 
against the shower of ‘beans that 
were coming from a bean shooter 
somewhere in the audience.
